Here is the man given credit for one of America’s grealest war
achievements, the invention of the underseas and underground wire-
less radio. He is Dr. J. Harris Rogers, who was snapped by the

photographer in his laboratory at Hyattsville, Md., while listening

in to trans-Atlantic stations. Dr. Rogers made it possibie through
his invention for submerged submarines to receive messages from
not only land stations, but from airplanes and dirigibles. His under-
ground system was used extensively in France near the close of the
world war, wireless messages being dispatched underground from
dugeut to dugout, thus eliminating the dangers to life of couriers.
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
